Faulty sealant OK’d 
for use in ill-fated 
BP well, officials say 

Washington 

Tests performed before the dead- 
ly blowout of BP’s oil well in the 
Gulf of Mexico should have raised 
doubts about the cement used to 
seal the well, but the company and 
its cementing contractor used it 
anyway, investigators with the 
president’s oil spill commission 
said Thursday. 

It’s the first finding from the 
commission looking into the causes 
of the April 20 explosion that killed 
11 workers and led to the largest off- 
shore oil spill in U.S. history. And 
it appears to conflict with state- 
ments made by Halliburton Co., 
which has said its tests showed the 
cement mix was stable. The com- 
pany instead has said BP’s well 
design and operations are respon- 
sible for the disaster. 

The cement mix’s failure to pre- 
vent oil and gas from entering the 
well has been identified by BP and 
others as one of the causes of the 
accident. 


The panel says that of four tests 
done in February and April by Hal- 
liburton, only one — the last — 
showed the mix would hold. But 
the results of that single success- 
ful test were not shared with BP, 
and may not have reached Hal- 
liburton, before the cement was 
pumped, according to a letter sent 
to commissioners Thursday by 
chief investigative counsel Fred 
H. Bartlit Jr. 

Independent tests conducted for 


the commission by Chevron on a 
nearly identical mixture were also 
released Thursday. The results con- 
clude the cement mix was unstable, 
raising questions about the validi- 
ty of Halliburton’s final test. 

BP, as part of its internal inves- 
tigation, also conducted tests that 
showed the cement mix was flawed, 
but its analysis was criticized by 
Halliburton. The company also said 
the testing Halliburton did on the 
cement was incomplete.

Gulf of Mexico oil spill victims 

will be allowed to get periodic in- 
terim payments for economic and 
other damages for up to three years 
without giving up their rightto sue 
BP, independent claims adminis- 
trator Ken Feinberg said Thursday, 
reversing an earlier plan.

BP has also been criticized for 
not performing a cement bond 
long, a test that checks after the 
cement is pumped down whether it 
is secure. There are also questions 
about whether BP pumped down 
enough cement to seal off the bot- 
tom of the well, which was located 
more than three miles below sea

Fatal Fall at Notre Dame 


Officials investigate 
death of student who 
was filming football 


South Bend, Ind. 

A strong gust of wind swept across 
Notre Dame’s practice football field 
before a tower toppled, killing a 
student who had been videotap- 
ing the team from the tower, the 
university’s athletic director said 
Thursday. 

Declan Sullivan, a 20-year-old 
junior from Long Grove, 111., died 
Wednesday after the hydraulic scis- 
sor lift he was on fell over at the 
LaBar practice complex. Athlet- 
ic Director Jack Swarbrick prom- 
ised there would be a full inves- 
tigation but did not say who was 
responsible for allowing the stu- 
dent to use the lift. 

The National Weather Service 
said winds in the area were gusting 
to 51 mph at the time the hydrau- 
lic scissor lift, which can be low- 
ered or raised depending on needs, 
fell over. The football team had 
practiced indoors the day before 
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because of the blustery conditions 
caused by a fierce storm. 

Swarbrick said the universi- 
ty would review its protocol for 
sending people up in the tempo- 
rary towers. 

The student, who also wrote for 
the student newspaper, reported- 
ly posted messages on his Face- 
book page just before the tower 
fell, including one calling it “ter- 
rifying” being on the tower amid 
high winds.

For 33 years, Maridjan spoke to 
Mount Merapi, believing he could 
appease its unpredictable spir- 
its by throwing offerings of rice, 
clothes and chickens into the vol- 
cano’s gaping crater.

On Thursday, high-profile pol- 
iticians, soap opera stars, singers 
and hundreds of family and fol- 
lowers flocked to his funeral on 
the slopes of the mountain that had 
been entrusted to his care.

Firing Squad Kills 
2 Girls in Somalia 


Militant group linked 
to al-Qaeda accused 
youths of espionage 

Mogadishu, Somalia 

The two accused spies died amid 
a fusillade of bullets from a firing 
squad organized by a hardline Isla- 
mist militia. The condemned pair 
were only girls, ages 15 and 18, and 
their grieving relatives say they 
were uneducated, usually stayed 
at home and could not have spied 
for anyone. 

Horrified residents of the town 
of Belet Weyne, in western Soma- 
lia, were forced to watch the exe- 
cution by al-Shabab on Wednesday, 
by 10 masked executioners.

China, the New Villain 


A rising Beijing is a 
potent symbol for 
what ails the U.S. 

Detroit 

It’s 2030 in Beijing. A professor addresses 
a class of students. “Why do great nations 
fail?” he asks. “The Ancient Greeks, the 
Roman Empire, the British Empire and 
the United States of America.” 

“They all make the same mistakes, 
turning their back on the principles that 
made them great,” he says, speaking in ' 
a high-tech lecture hall festooned with 
portraits of Mao Zedong. 

“America tried to spend and tax itself 
out of a great recession. ... Of course, we 
owned most of their debt,” he says with a 
chuckle, then turns more serious. “So now 
they work for us.” 

The class erupts in self-satisfied snick- 
ers. 

Released last week, “the Chinese pro- 
fessor” is the latest and most inflammatory 
of a series of China-related advertisements 
appearing across the country. Feeding off 
the nationwide anxiety about high unem- 
ployment and deep worries about America's 
place in the world, the ad is part of a wave 
of campaign publicity that casts China as 
benefiting from America's slide. 

More than a spasm of political season pil- 
ing-on, the ads underscore a broader shift 
in American society toward a more fearful 
view of China. Inspired by China’s rise and 
a perceived fall in the standing of the Unit- 
ed States, the ads have historical parallels to 
the American reaction to Japan in the 1980s 
and to the Soviet threat. 

“I get this sense that they’re going to 
take over the world,” said Christie Kemp, 
an accounting student in Farmington 
Hills, Mich., who used to work for a tool 
company that has since relocated to China. 
“They’re just hungrier than we are. They 
want it more.” 

Obama administration officials have 
responded to the worries about China by 
calling for a focus on renewal in the Unit-

The ad takes aim at the Obama adminis- 
tration’s stimulus program, but like the Unit- 
ed States, China primed its economy with a 
massive stimulus package, too.

One Mellow Fellow 

Self-proclaimed easygoing guy is voice of Montgomery County buses 


If you pull the string on a 
Ride On bus, you’d better brace 
yourself for a blast of booming 
baritone: “Stop requested." 

Unlike the Metro, which commu- 
nicates in a firm female voice, the 
Montgomery County bus system 
is mucho macho. And for that, rid- 
ers can thank Everett Plummer, a 
54-year-old transit communica- 
tions supervisor whose command- 
ing vocal chords were tapped for 
the side gig a few years ago. 

“I’m just a mellow, easy-spoken 
person. But everybody says I have 
a good voice,” said the Montgom- 
ery Village resident, who notes that 
his wife likes his voice so much she 
often asks him just to talk. 

Other than some experience 
singing in a gospel choir, Plummer 


has never had any formal training. 
Still, he couldn’t help but feel like 
a rock star when he spent months 
in the transit system’s recording 
studio recording an endless list of 
street names so the fleet of buses 
could announce every stop and 
major intersection along the var- 
ious routes. 

“I said the street names — start- 
ing with the A’s and B’s — for two 
hours at a time, and then I had to 
give it a rest,” he said. 

Along the way, he handled 
tongue twisters (“Gloxinia Drive. 
I had to say that three or four 
times.”) and discovered quirky 
patterns (all of the streets off Quail 
Valley Boulevard in Gaithersburg 
are named for birds). “It’s funny,” 
he said. “It’s given me a very good 
perspective of the county,” where 


he’s lived his whole life. And it’s 
useful that he’s permanently on 
staff, because he’s been able to add 
new names to the system when 
routes have changed. 

So what’s it like to be named the 
utter utterer? Not so different from 
before, says Plummer, although 
he admits he gets some more rib- 
bing from his colleagues. It doesn’t 
even feel odd when he hops on the 
bus and hears his own announce- 
ments. “I don’t think it sounds like 
me,” he said. 

While Plummer may not rec- 
ognize his own voice, other peo- 
ple certainly do. “I was sitting in 
fellowship hall at church not too 
long ago,” he recalled, “and a lady 
said, ‘You sound familiar.’” Maybe 
he’d mentioned Gloxinia, victoria

Va. Teacher Sentenced to 1 Year 


Ex-Manassas educator 
facing federal, state 
sex abuse charges 

Manassas, Va. 

A former Osbourn High School 
teacher who has been linked to 
30 years of sex abuse and who 
admitted to sexually molesting a 
16-year-old Manassas boy earli- 
er this year was sentenced Thurs- 
day to a year in the Prince William 
County prison. 

In the first criminal sex case 
against Kevin Ricks, 50, the sen- 
tence amounts to a formality: Fed- 
eral agents and local police are 


preparing to charge Ricks with 
numerous additional crimes aris- 
ing from a string of sex abuses that 
dates to at least 1979. Because of 
time Ricks already has served, he 
probably will be out of Prince Wil- 
liam County custody by the end 
of the year. 

Law enforcement officials say he 
then will be transferred into feder- 
al custody, and the extra time will 
allow them to prepare additional 
charges. He already is charged in 
federal court in Alexandria with 
child pornography counts and in 
North Carolina with sex abuse. 

FBI agents and local police have 
linked Ricks, a career teacher and 
foreign exchange host, to sexual

abuse of boys in North Carolina, 
Virginia, Maryland, several west- 
ern states and Japan. Federal and 
state prosecutors are lining up to 


file charges against Ricks, and 
law enforcement officials said 
they hope to put together prose- 
cutions that would net decades of 
prison time. 

Prince William County Circuit 
Court Judge William D. Hamblen 
sentenced Ricks to five years in 
prison with all but one year sus- 
pended, giving a harsher sen- 
tence than was outlined in Virgin- 
ia’s guidelines. Those guidelines 
called for a maximum of three 
months in jail for the one count of 
indecent liberties with a minor, 
mostly because Ricks had never 
been convicted of a previous sex

Metro: Shortage 
Of Bus Drivers Is 
'Huge Problem’ 


Washington 

Metro’s board of directors voted 
against a proposal Thursday that 
would allow the transit agency to 
increase the pool of candidates for 
bus driver jobs. 

The $750,000 contract would 
have allowed Metro to outsource 
some of the screening for the posi- 
tions to increase its recruitment 
efforts. The human resources 
department is unable to process

But despite the residual positive 
feelings after a 17-14 win in Chica- 
go, the Redskins will have to over- 
come several confounding stats 
this weekend: 

The Redskins — who have next 
week off — haven’t won the game 
before their bye week since 2005. 

Despite the Lions’ 1-5 record, 
multiple oddsmakers were listing 
the Redskins as 2.5-point underdogs 
at the beginning of the week. 

Detroit snapped its 19-game los- 
ing streak with a victory over Wash- 
ington at Ford Field last year. 

“They beat us, and our season 
went on a downward spiral from 
there,” defensive lineman Kedric 
Golston said. “Hopefully, we learn 
from it.” 

The Redskins appear to be in 
much better shape this year. Wash- 
ington has already equaled its win 
total from a season ago, is in sec- 
ond place in the NFC East and has 
victories over division rivals Dallas 
(1-5) and Philadelphia (4-3). 

But one word they’re sure to 


hear this week is complacency. As 
in, avoid it. Coach Mike Shanah- 
an had no problem rattling off a 
list of other teams that put up dis- 
appointing performances heading 
into their bye weeks this season 
and said he’d discussed the situa- 
tion with his players. 

“Your concentration’s on some- 
thing else sometimes,” Shanah- 


an said. “There [are] distractions, 
and you’ve got to be able to handle 
those things.” 

This will be the third-consecu- 
tive year Washington has traveled 
to Detroit, and the previous games 
were both one-possession con- 
tests. Four of the Lions’ five loss- 
es this season have been by eight 
points or less. 


A steady stream of losing sea- 
sons have allowed the Lions to stock 
up on young talent on both sides 
of the ball. Receiver Calvin John- 
son and tailback Jahvid Best are 
both capable of making big plays, 
and quarterback Matt Stafford — 
last year’s No. 1 overall pick — is 
expected to return this weekend 
from a sprained shoulder he suf- 
fered in the season opener. 

They may not have a contending 
team, but Redskins players seem to 
agree that Detroit is a long way from 
their 0-16 debacle in 2008. 

“We definitely had our strug- 
gles up there,” linebacker Lon- 
don Fletcher said. “They’re even 
better [this year] than the teams 
we’ve struggled with up there in

Nevada and Fresno State have 
agreed to play one more season in 
the Western Athletic Conference 
before transferring to the Mountain 
West Conference in 2012 and will 
pay significantly less to make the 
move than the WAC had demand- 
ed, the league said Thursday. 

The two schools wanted to make 
the change next year, but WAC offi- 
cials filed a lawsuit that said they 
failed to provide proper notice to 
leave the league and would owe the 
WAC a $5 million departure fee. 

WAC Commissioner Karl Ben- 
son announced Thursday they 
reached an agreement that allows 


the schools to make the jump effec- 
tive June 30, 2012, for a buyout of 
$900,000 each. That means both 
of their football and basketball sea- 
sons will begin in the Mountain 
West with the 2012 season. 

Benson said the fee was consid- 
erably less than what the WAC felt 
was warranted, but the league decid- 
ed to settle the dispute now rather 
than risk being tied up in court for 
several more months. 

He told reporters during a tele- 
conference Thursday morning that 
the league can now move forward 
with scheduling for 2012. 

Benson described the negoti- 
ations only as “businesslike” and 
declined to characterize the deal in 
terms of winners or losers. 

“I don’t think I’m prepared to say 
if it was a good deal or a bad deal,” 
he said. “It’s time for all parties to 
move on.” (ap)

Cheap is chic these days. Does that make 
it easier or more acceptable to design your 
home on a budget? 

Because department stores and home decor 
stores are feeling the pinch big time, they’re 
dropping their prices. So, when it comes to 
home decor, the recession has helped a little 
bit. And now more people are OK with being 
a DIY designer because they’re being forced 
to. There’s a closet designer in everybody. 

What’s the first step you should take when 
designing a room? 

A lot of people don’t stop to think about how 
their environment could be helping to make 
them feel anxious or poor or negative. A lot 
has to do with the exchange of energy on a

quantum level between your fur- 
niture and you, or you artwork and 
you, or the entire space and you.

always a big fan of Dumpster div- 
ing and bargain shopping. I haggle 
like I’m in a bazaar in India when 
I’m at my local stores. And believe 
it or not, in this economy, people 
want to sell stuff, so they’re more 
willing to listen to you. 

What shouldn’t you skimp on? 

The right equipment. It makes 
doing a home DIY job that much 
easier. If you’re trying to cut a piece 
of wood with a jigsaw that really 


requires a handsaw, it’s going to 
take 10 times longer, and I guaran- 
tee you’re not going to get a straight 
cut. And if people can’t afford to 
actually buy the tools, they can 
rent them at Home Depot. 

What’s your biggest tip for DIY 
newbies? 

Know your limitations. I always 
say this, even for myself. I’ve been 
doing this for 15 years, but I don’t 
take on plumbing or electrical 
work. I know my limitations, and 
I set my own boundaries. 

Is there a particular room in the 
home that seems to give people 
the most trouble? 

I find home offices to be like the 
abused stepchild. If you have the

being a catchall, a cluttered mess 
of things that don’t exist in the rest 
of the home. If you create an office 
that inspires you, and that is neat 
and organized and functions as you 
need it to for your business, that will 
equate to more dollars in the bank. 
It’s important to, yes, have a desk 
and a filing cabinet, but it’s more 
important to create a surrounding 
that inspires growth. 

How necessary is advance prepa- 
ration when it comes to interior 
design? 

It goes back to the old saying, “Mea- 
sure twice; cut once.” Preparation 
is key. If you’re painting a room and 
you haven’t taped off the edges, for 
example, you end up making more 
work for yourself in the end. 

What design shortcuts would we 
find in your own home? 

I actually use my own home a lot 
in the book.

I found an 
Ikea shelf sitting in the Dumpster 
downstairs. I’m not afraid to look 


in the trash chute for stuff that’s 
lying around; I always think the 
best way to be green is to recycle. 
So, I found the shelf, then I used 
marble sticker paper that I’d used 
before on the “Today” show. That 
transformation happened for about 
$50 and in about two hours. And 
everyone who comes here thinks 
it’s really stone until they touch it. 
So, I’m certainly somebody who 
practices what they preach. 

Some people worry about taking 
design shortcuts. Why shouldn't 
we be afraid of them? 

I’m really about taking calculat- 
ed risks. Take paint, for instance. 
It’s only paint. You can always 
paint over it, versus buying a 
giant sofa on sale and once you 
get it into the space, you find out 
it’s too big in scale and you don’t 
like it. And if you’re not sure if you 
want to paint the whole room red, 
maybe start off with one wall, the 
one that’s the farthest wall from 
the entry point so that it draws 
the eye the length of the room.

an annoyance here,” says Gary 
Hevel, an entomologist at the 
Smithsonian’s National Museum 
of Natural History. The past few 
months have been super-bad for 
stinkbugs because the critters 
are looking for warm places to 


hibernate for the winter. In 
urban areas, that warm place 
ends up being your house. 

Stinkbugs are not 
poisonous, they don’t bite, 
and they don’t sting, but if 
you accidentally squish one, 
woe be to you and your house 
mates. Worst of all, that scent 
is also a pheromone the bugs 
use to mark their territory, 
so “if they find your place is 
a great place to overwinter, 
they’ll be back next year,” 
says Charlie Barton, the 
service manager for

Contrary to 
rumor, bedbugs aren’t scared of the

that are similar is what ties them

A dining room he recently 
designed for a client has a large, 
meandering flower pattern on 
the walls and plaid curtains on 
the floor-to-ceiling windows. 
While completely different from 
each other, they work together 
because leafy green and red dom- 
inate both. 

Chadwick completed the scheme 
with chair upholstery and a rug in 
a dusty gold that references the 
walls and curtains. Woven with 
a raised check effect, it adds tex- 
ture, too. 

Designer Cindy Raby of Okla- 
homa City favors deep, richly col- 
ored patterns for dark rooms: 
“They add drama, warmth and 
comfort.” 

But she also likes the way light 
colors and textures give rooms a 
crisp, airy feeling. “Dark or light 
can be right,” she says. 


Choosing and mixing patterns, 
however, can be intimidating. 

Perhaps the most important 
thing is not to be afraid to try, agree 
three designers asked for tips on 
choosing and combining patterns. 
Anything can be fixed, they say. 

Color 

“One of the secrets to successful 
pattern mixing,” says New York 
designer John Chadwick, “is con- 
tinuity in the color palette. Having

them into the process, she advises 
a visit to a good fabric store. 

“Choose a variety of colors 
and patterns that you like best. It 
doesn’t matter why, just so they 
appeal to you,” she says. 

“Try to think out of the box. A 
touch of animal print, for exam- 
ple, can add excitement to a room,” 
she says. 

Then “take the swatches home, 
lay them on a table, mix them 
around, and eliminate until you 
have your favorites, usually three to 
five patterns in compatible shades,” 
Raby says. Like Nye and Chadwick, 
she thinks odd numbers produce 
more interesting results. 

And finally? 

“Choose one with a large scale 
— that is, the biggest pattern; a 
second that’s medium-sized; and 
a third, the smallest. If they’re all

the same size, the room will look 
too busy and overwhelming,” Raby 
says.

use the largest-scale pattern for 
the sofa, the medium-size one for a 
chair, and the smallest for drapery 
panels and throw pillows.

So, if it all seems just too much 
to do alone, find a local designer 
to help, or a store that offers pre- 
coordinated wallpapers and fab- 
rics. Add your own touches with 
throws, pillows and vases, and it’s

Grounding and 
Balance 

Also important when using pat- 
terns is “grounding” them with 
large swaths of solid color, Chad- 
wick says — “perhaps a rug, wall 
or sofa, so the eye has something 
to focus on.” 

Los Angeles-based designer Joe 
Nye tends toward sisal and sea- 
grass floor coverings. “They unify 
things, and having a casual qual- 
ity, produce a pleasing juxtaposi- 
tion with a lot of upholstered fur- 
niture,” he says. 

Sometimes he repeats patterns 
in two adjacent rooms for “a nice 
bit of harmony.” And it’s key, he 
says, to “distribute patterns even- 
ly throughout a room so it doesn’t 
appear lopsided.” 

How to Begin 

Magazines are filled with ideas for 
composing decorative schemes, as 
is nature. Another path, says Nye, 
is to study the vignettes at retailers 
such as Crate & Barrel and Pottery 


Barn and see how they do it. 

He advises starting small with 
patterns — lamps, pillows and bibe- 
lots are good choices. 

“Once your eye becomes accus- 
tomed to these,” he says, “you can 
continue layering.” 

Artwork is another form of pat- 
tern. Not to worry if you’ve inher- 
ited a houseful of traditional fur- 
niture and you collect abstracts, 
Nye says. “Putting them together 
is contradictory in a good way and 
can look terrific,” he says. 

There’s a lot of art in Nye’s 
home, including in the bathroom. 
Here, he hung a large painting, 
striped the walls and added a small 
decorative table, all of which share 
similar colors offset by white. 

It’s Worth the Effort

seven minutes,” Hourdajian said, 
noting his cycling is intended as 
much for a healthy planet as for 
a healthy body. “I want to do my 
share to help the environment by 
using less carbon fuels as much as 
I can,” he said. 

When he isn’t cycling across 
the city, Hourdajian parks his Can- 
nondale hybrid, a 30th birthday 
present from his wife last year, in 
one of three crowded bike racks 
tucked into a corner of the parking 
garage beneath his condo build- 
ing. The couple do not own an 
automobile. 

For apartment and condo dwell- 
ers, indoor bike storage is often 


Having a safe place to stow a 
bike at home is an important issue 
for many home buyers, said Brent 
Councill, a real estate agent with 
Long & Foster’s Chevy Chase/ 
Uptown office. “They always ask 
about bike storage and how secure 
it is,” he said. “Most people don’t 
want to take bikes up elevators.

Hourdajian suc- 
ceeded in getting three bike racks 
installed in his condo building’s 
garage by joining other residents 
to lobby the developer.

14th Street resident Kirk Hourdajian has a seven-minute bike commute to work. 
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long-term bicycle parking spaces 
per four units and one short-term 
bike parking space per 20 units, 
with a minimum of two bike park- 
ing spaces in each case. 

Montgomery County is also 
updating its zoning to be more 
bike-friendly. 

“We are looking for a more pro- 
gressive approach to bicycle park- 
ing,” said Lois Villemaire, a project 
manager with the county’s plan- 
ning department. She expects the 
regulations to be changed so that 
parking spaces for bikes would be 
a requirement of new multi-fami- 
ly housing and related to the num- 
ber of dwelling units in the devel- 
opment. 

“There will also be some design 
requirements for bike parking in 
terms of specific types of bike 
racks,” she said, noting that a 
complete draft of the new zoning 
is expected to be ready for county 
approval in August 2011.

The number of bike commuters 
has doubled in the District since 
2000.

Anyone who has watched a few 
George Romero flicks knows zom- 
bies make unpredictable co-stars. 
But brain-eating fiends don’t spook 
D.C.-born actor John Bernthal, one 
of the leads in AMC’s new show 
“The Walking Dead,” premiering 
Sunday at 10 p.m. The versatile 
actor — best known for the HBO 
miniseries “The Pacific” — talked 
about his local hangouts and bring- 
ing the popular graphic novels to 
life — or something like it. 

What’s it like working with zom- 
bies? 

It’s dark, but there’s a real richness. 
I think it comes from the book. 

Does “The Walking Dead” give you 
insights into zombie culture? 

I was blown away by how awe- 
some they look. And because so 


many people are fans of this genre, 
we had wannabe extras lined up 
around the block during auditions. 
Those who made the cast had to go 
to zombie school and get trained in 
zombie movement and theory. 

Will people who aren’t zombie- 
files like this show? 

It’s still a human relationship story, 
a survivor’s story.

Food Trends 

Tea cures stuffy noses and sore 
throats. But while you’re brewing 
it, you should think about stewing 
it. That’s because the same leaves 
that make a good cuppa also suit 
the spice rack and stove top. 

People have been consuming 
tea for thousands of years. Made 
from leaves of the Camellia sinensis 
plant, it ranks as the world’s most 
commonly consumed liquid after 
water. If you want to get technical, 
it amounts to six classes (green, yel- 


low, white, black, oolong and Pu- 
erh), all from the same leaf. 

“It’s one of the oldest ingredi- 
ents in the kitchen, but also one 
of the newest,” says Cynthia Gold, 
Boston Park Plaza Hotel’s tea som- 
melier and author of “Culinary 
Tea” ($23, Running Press). “In 
China, they made tea-marbled eggs 
for centuries, but they never spread 
outside their cultural niches.” 

But recently, U.S. chefs and 
home cooks have been adding tea 
to dishes such as braised short ribs 
and Mexican black bean soup. Tea 
isn’t just used for flavor, but also for 
its tannic properties, which stimu- 
late the salivary glands and balance 
(or enhance) ingredients. 

Inspired chefs show a love of 


leaves by infusing it in dishes from 
ice cream to marinated meats. “Tea 
adds so many dimensions, but it 
almost never makes something 
taste like tea,” Gold says. Sisters 
Haley Fox and Lauren Fox, co- 
owners of Alice’s Tea Cup in New 
York City and co-authors of a rec- 
ipe book by the same name ($24, 
William Morrow), concur: “Pairing 
rich teas with rich foods adds com- 
plexity and brings out flavors.” 

Deciding which tea to cook 
with depends on what’s simmer- 


ing or baking. As a rule of thumb, 
experts say green teas work well 
with lighter foods or condiments, 
while black teas (Earl Grey, Lap- 
sang Souchong) complement red 
meats. And, “unless you like bit- 
ter tastes, oversteeping will ruin a 
dish,” Haley Fox says. 

Often, putting tea in a recipe 
imparts an Asian flavor, not sur- 
prising since the plant’s roots are 
in the East. At Teaism (400 8th St. 
NW; 202-638-6010), many of the 
varieties sold loose show up in cre- 


ations such as matcha or Earl Grey 
cookies and Ochazuke, a rice and 
green tea soup dish. “It’s a comfort 
food, and it’s easy to make,” says 
Michelle Brown, co-owner of Tea- 
ism. “Season it with whatever you 
like. We add nori and wasabi.” 

At the Oval Room (800 Con- 
necticut Ave. NW; 202-463-8700), 
chef Tony Conte bastes red beets in 
a hibiscus tea liquid, giving the veg- 
gies a sweet, fresh flavor. “Cooking 
with tea provides brilliant color and 
enhances the beet,” he says. 

With so many ways to go 
gourmet with tea, running out 
of recipe ideas seems as unlike- 
ly as not getting a buzz from 
drinking that third cup of chai. 

KATHERINE BOYLE (EXPRESS) 
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came up with the idea for tea-infused 
Beefeater 24 ($29, Liquor stores) after 
visiting Japan. “The tonic water is not 
great there because they don’t allow 
quinine," he says. “People were drink- 
ing iced Lemon teas, so I tried them and 
thought, ‘Why don’t I use tea as a botan- 
ical rather than a mixer?’’’ The result 
is the Master Distiller’s first modifica- 
tion to Beefeater’s 1863 formula, incor- 
porating Britain’s famous “tea" histo- 
ry into the premium brand. The result- 
ing citrusy, smooth stuff works equally 
well at teatime or happy hour. k.b.

» 2 1/2 cups rolled oats 
» 1/2 cup chopped walnuts 
» 1/2 cup chopped almonds 
» 1/2 cup chopped pecans 
» 3/4 cup sweetened shredded 
coconut 

» 1/4 cup sesame seeds 
» 2 heaping teaspoons vanilla tea 
leaves, finely ground in a coffee 
or spice grinder 

» 1 tablespoon ground cinnamon 
» 1/8 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
» 1/4 teaspoon kosher salt 
» 1/2 cup sliced dried apricots 
» 1/2 cup dried cranberries or 
cherries 

» 1/3 cup honey, plus more for 
drizzling 

» 1/2 stick (1/4 cup) unsalted 
butter, melted 


Makes about 7 cups 

Preheat oven to 350 F, and spray a large 
baking sheet with cooking spray. 

In a large bowl, combine all the in- 
gredients except the honey and butter, 
and mix thoroughly.

I am not into graphic novels. Or 
comic books, for that matter, though I 
do know there’s a difference. They’re 
just not my thing. 

Same with movies based on 
graphic novels. So many of them have 
the same look — it’s a cool look, to be 
sure, but it often just makes me feel 
like someone is read- 
ing to me. All those 
deep-focus shots. All 
those close-ups of 
someone’s eyes. All 
those sidewalks lit by 
a single street lamp. 
Like film noir, only it’s 
not raining. 

But “Tamara Drewe," in theaters 
now, takes the graphic novel of the 
same name and makes it so decidedly 
cinematic that it’s hard to picture the 
source material. It’s grimly funny in 
that decidedly British way that comes 
from good beer and the Blitz and so- 
cialized medicine. 

Director Stephen Frears has di- 
rected adaptations before (he helmed 
both “High Fidelity" and “Dangerous 
Liaisons"), but taking on a graphic 
novel and not falling trap to the “Look, 
look this frame looks just like the 
drawing on page 87, see, see, do you 
see?" problem shows that, in this 
case, he knew he had a strong story 
and gorgeous performances and cer- 
tainly didn’t need to gild the lily. 

This is a graphic novel I’ll be pick- 
ing up. Because I liked the story, of 
course, but also because the moving 
picture of “Tamara Drewe" was so 
good I’d like to see the still ones that 
inspired it.

Criminally Cathartic 


‘Howl’ illuminates 
poet Allen Ginsberg’s 
controversial journey 
to find his own voice 


Film Review 

James Franco delivers an impres- 
sive, beguilingly sensitive perfor- 
mance as the poet and Beat Gen- 
eration avatar Allen Ginsberg in 
“Howl,” a part-biopic, part-inter- 
pretation of the title poem. Writ- 
ten in 1955, Ginsberg’s audacious, 
rhapsodically erotic answer to Walt 
Whitman would plant the flag for 
his literary peers who would help 
redefine American culture. 

Ginsberg’s poem would also be 
called obscene, and when the poet 
Lawrence Ferlinghetti published it, 
he was arrested.

A quick Swedish lesson: Tack 
(rhymes with “clock”) means 
“thank you” 

You don’t necessarily need to 
know this before you see “The Girl 
Who Kicked the Hornet’s Nest,” the 
deeply satisfying conclusion to the 
trilogy of Swedish thrillers based 
on Stieg Larsson’s novels.

Film Review 

A lot can happen in 10 minutes, as 
one of the main characters notes 
in “Cell 211,” a spellbinding Span- 
ish drama set during tense nego- 
tiations surrounding a violent 
prison uprising. The state might 
unexpectedly accede to the pris- 
oners’ demands. The SWAT team 
might storm the cellblock. Pris- 
oners could start killing hostag- 
es or each other. A lot can happen 
in 10 minutes. “Cell 211” is nearly 
two hours long. 

Nearly every minute throbs with 
heart-pounding suspense, from the 
opening scene of a prisoner slash- 
ing his wrists with a razor blade 
fashioned from a cigarette filter to 


its mournful, blood-soaked conclu- 
sion. In between lies a tale of truly 
tragic proportions. 

Director and co-writer Daniel 
Monzon’s film opens the day before 
a new recruit named Juan (Alber- 
to Ammann) is to start work as a 
guard. While taking a tour of the

CONVICTION (R, 107 minutes) Hilary 
Swank plays the dutiful hero, Betty 
Anne Waters, inthissolid butless-than- 
sublime courtroom drama, inspired by 
the true story of a working-class woman 
who put herself through lawschoolinan 
effort to clear the name of her brother 
Kenny (Sam Rockwell), who in 1983 was 
convicted of murder. As Betty Anne, 
Swank is a diligent, if drudgelike, hero.
